The year 1919-20 was a prosperous one for Berar The co: 
season were almost as tavoarable as those of the pre' lous 5'ear net 
that the rainfall was not sufficient fuUy tn replenish the water-su 
sunk very low in the drought of the pre\ious vear The monsoo 
was excellently distnbuted for agriculture and well raaintame'’ 
season, but the total rainfall was onlv 31 ’84 inches which, whi'e nt 
moie than was received in the previous year, was still one inch bel 
of the past 26 years.

The general prosperity of the year was not shared by the m 
fixed incomes, on whom the burden of the high prices pressed ht 
lesser extent by the big traders who held over their cotton s 
caught by the slump before they could unload.

Good progress has been made by the seed unions in the distribution oE 
improv^ed varieties of seed, and the supply of improved implements is slowly 
becoming a more satisfactory commercial proposition The enterprise of the 
Mehkar and Chikhli agriculturists and others who have purchased two motor 
tractors is commendable and the results of their experiment will be followed with 
interest, but in this respect a note of warning should be sounded against the 
indiscriminate adoption of new and complicated machinery without the advice of 
the Department of Agriculture. 

3. The year w'as marked by an extension 01 political and class organization, 
so that every district, every taluq and many parganas had their annual 
‘ conferences ’ and the clerks and village officers their associations. The 
conferences were used to inoculate the rural population with congress views of 
imperial politics and to ventilate grievances connected with matters of local 
interest such as the relations of the villagers and the working Mahars, supplies to 
touring officials, forest management and the like. The association of village 
officers aims at improving emoluments and securing amendments of the Patels 
and Patwaris Law which would emphasize their privileges and minimize their 
responsibility for the duties of their offices. The exposition of such subjects 
by persons biassed by hostility to Government exaggerated, when it did not 
actually create feelings of dissatisfaction, and prepared the way for the political 
agitation against Government which followed on the Calcutta congress of August 
1920. But in the year under report the relations between Government and the 
people suffered no marked change. A committee reported on the system of 
the emplo-^ ment of village Mahars and their dues, and a special duty officer 
enquired into the necessity for inci easing Patwaris’ emoluments. District 
Darbars were held in all districts, and it is reported that they were generally 
appreciated. The rules for the conduct of these Darbars are now under consi- 
deration. 


4. Land revenue, including nearly Rs. 12 lakhs of suspended arrears, was 
punctually collected with a minimum use of the poweis of distraint. But the 
Tahsildars of Khamgaon and Darwha allowed considerable sums due on account 
of agricultural loans to fall into arrears 

5. The Commissioner remarks on a tendency in Buldana and Yeotmal 
districts to the frequent punishment of village officers for petty misdemeanours. 
This administrative defect w'as condemned many years ago, and the necessity fer 
dealing W'ith the village officers, especially Patels, so as not to loww their status 
and destroy their influence has since then frequently bees impressed on District 
Officers. The Governor in Council is glad to read that the Commissioner has 
issued specific orders on the subject which should correct this mistake 


6. The registration and disposal of revenue business was on the whole 
satisfactory. The Governor in Council is aware that even in ordinary circum- 
stances officers of the executive service in Berar cannot keep their work up to 
date without constant attention to duty. In the year under report preparations 
for the cen sus and the elections made their task heavner than usual and in the 
circumstances the state of the file is creditable to them. It may be hoped, however, 
that now that fully trained Naib-Tahsildars exercise the powers of Tahsildars the 
rate of disposal will be quickened. Variations in the volume of business registered 
depend partly on the character of the season, alterations in the law and other 
fortuitous _ causes but also on the extent to which Tahsildars depend on their 
personal influence and informal action for the enforcement of duty instead of 
registering a case and hauling a delinquent into Court for every petty sin of com- 
mission or omission which a few words will put right. This is well understood in 
Berar, and a sufficiently high standard of administration has been maintained 
with a minimum use of legal powers. If the influence of Tahsildars in official 
mattbFs_ should decrease in the face of the propaganda against Government 
which is now so widely practised, a larger nse of legal procedure will be 
Aecessary,

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Report on the Revenue Administration of Berar for the year 1919*20, 


PART I. — Agricultural Conditions of the year. 


1. Conditions were on the whole exceptionally favourable for all crops. 

,, ... The rainfall in Berar during the year under report was 

3 1 ’84 against 22“04 in the previous year and against an 
annual average of 32'93 for the previous 26 rears. The monsoon commenced 
earl} in Jure and rain fell at regular intervals, and in sufficient quantities, and 
was well distributed. Sowing generally began in time and was completed by 
the end of the month Germirat.on was satisfactory. Moderate to heavy 
lain fell in July and continued till the end of August. The showers received in 
September and October improved crops materially, but the cotton crops were 
damaged to some extent in the Amraoti and Buldana Districts by a heavy fall 
at the beginning of October Light showers received in November were 
beneficial to the sowing of rabi crops, and their germination on the w'hole was 
satisfactory The clear weather of December and a moderate fall of rain in the 
secord week of January improved the rabi crops Although the rainfall was 
adequate for agricultural purposes, it w-as not sufficient for water-supply. Rainfall 
in the previous year was short and the sbewers of this year were not heavy. 
Hence tanks were rot filled and sub-scil water level fell further, so that in places 
there was a gieat scarcity of water during the summer months. 

The out-turn of Juar varied from 96 per cent of normal in Bffidana to 
1C2 per cent of normal m Yeotmal, and of wheat, from 45 in Yeotmal to 105 in 
Buldara. The low’ out-turn returned from Yeotmal is difficult to understand as 
conditions w^ere generally favourable. The cotton crop averaged 12 1 per cent 
of norma! for the Division as a whole, as against 69 for the previous year, and 
even so the out-turn is probably under-estimated. It was probably the best crop 
within memory. The exports of cotton bales from Berar during the period from 
October 1919 to September 1920 amounted to 701,671, as compared with 
469,020 bales during the year 1918-19. This does not, however, represent 
the total out-turn of the crop produced as well-to-do cultivators and traders held 
over considerable stocks owing to a sudden fall in prices about the middle of the 
season. The stocks so held over were not brought to market during the year 
as there was no improvement in the prices. 

2. The number of khalsa villages is the same as m the previous year. 

, In the Yeotmal district two villages were disforested 

.assi ca ion 0 aieas included in khalsa. In the "Melghat one khalsa 

■vnllage was afforested. The total area of the Division, excluding, the Melghaf, 
has deci eased by 96 aoes owing to the correction in Survey papers in connec- 
tion with the Record of Rights The increase of 907 acres in State and 
Village Forests is due to the afforestation of the village of Rawaldari and 
disforestment of village Loni for cultivation in the Yeotmal taluq. Land avail- 
able for cultivation, and under cultivation, decreased by 1,078 and 272 acres, 
TCspectiveiy, from the causes explained above. There is an increase of 
Rs. 95,958 in the assessment over last year’s figures owing to the introduction 
of final assessment in 358 villages in Amraoti district and 61 villages in 
Buldana district. 1 he variations in the area assigned, being very small, call for 
»o remarks. 

3. The District Reports contain glowing accounts of- the unprecedented 
prosperity of the agricultural and labouring classes, 

Agricni* ■jyhich the Director of Land Records in his Season and 
Crop Report for the year has very aptly described as 
better than it has been within living memory. The monsoon commenced normally 
in Berar and sowing of kharif crops was completed in time. As soon as the 
crops were sown agriculturists began to find it difficult to obtain labour, and 
they had to pay double the usual wages. The out-turn of the cotton crop was 
bumper and the labour available was insufficient to deal with it. Wages were 
similarly high in the factories which cohtinued to work till the end of June 
instead of closing down as usual about the end of March. C^t hire #as very

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high. The season opened whh very high prices and agriculturists of small means 
took advantage of the opportunity and sold their produce in the early part of the 
sea=;on. Those of larger means and traders in many cases held up their stocks 
expecting still higher prices, but as prices fell considerably in Feb mary they 
suffered heavy losses. As a result of the bumper cotton crop agriculturists 
and labourers" were but little affected by the dearness of grain and other com- 
modities. They were able to release the r mortgages and pay their other debts, 
and spent eKtravagantly large amounts on marriages, and also in purchase of cattle. 
Choice specimens of bullocks were reported to have been sold at fancy 
prices. 

. The consumption of liquor — always a gauge of the material condition of the 
people, especially labourers,— reached a very high figure. 

No new Co-operative Central Bank was estiblished. ii6new Societies 
were opened, and three ware cancelled m AkoU district. The number of 
Societies at the close of the year w'as 700. The increase in the^ number of 
Societies was in Amraoti district. The cancellation of three Societies in the 
Akola district w'as owing to the fact that one had never commenced work and 
the other two were put into liquidation in default of payment of their loans. 
All the Central Banks and Societies are doing good and useful work. 

The several Unions in the Duldana and Yeotmal districts are doing satis- 
factory woik Some of the leading agriculturists in Chikhli and Mebkar 
taluqs formed a company, and purchased a tractor at a cost of Rs. 8,000 
which it is proposed to let on hire. In Amraoti district, aRo, a motor tractor 
has been ordered. Co-operative stores have been opened at Buldana, 
Mehkar and Khamgaon. The one at Kbamgaon has not, however, commenced 
work \et 

AH Deputy Commissioners report that no appreciab'e wmrk w’as done in 
regard to pig killing. In Amraoti district 236 pig were destroyed of which 136 
were killed in Melghat alone. In Akola district 132 pig and 32 nilgai were 
killed as against ao8 and ig, respectively, in the previous year. In Buldana 
about 465 pig were destroyed. The Deputy Commissioner, Yeotmal, reports 
that there was little pig killing in his district owing to non-issue of licenses 
after 1st January, pending application of the new Arms rules to Berar. This 
must be due to misapprehension of orders, as the old licenses were ordered to 
be renewed pending fresh instructions. 

District darbars were held in all districts and were attended by various 
classes of people. The attendance was reported to be satisfactory. Full 
advantage of the darbars was taken by the public, and questions concerning 
the departments of Administration, and on matters of local interest, were asked 
and answered. The Deputy Commissioner, Yeotmal, reports that the present 
method of conducting these darbars has been criticised, and that some 
gentlemen were of opinion that, unless there is free discussion at these darbars^ 
they will not serve any useful purpose. A resolution recommending the appoint- 
ment of a Committee for framing rules for the guidance of district authorities 
in bolding^ local darbars was moved in the Council, and Government accepted 
the resolution. 

On the whole the year was a healthy one although cholera, plague, small- 
pox and influenza were prevalent locally. 

Agricultural shows and exhibitions were held at Dhanora and Malkapur 
in the Buldana district, and the Deputy Commissioner, Buldana, reports that 
people appreciate these exhibitions. The industrial exhibition at Malkapur #aS 
organized by non.‘ofBciaI agency. 

The relations between people and Government, and also between 
different classes, remained fairly satisfactory during the revenue year. It was after 
the close of the year, «. e., from ist August onwards, that a violent political 
propaganda was started, and I could not say the same of relations at the tim« 
of writing. Political conferences ^ increased. District and taluq confei-ences 
are now regularly held. Clerks, village officers, all now have their associations 
to look after their interests. An enquiry into the question of Mahars’ huqs was 
made by a Committee and their report was published. Orders are awaits 
Similarly |he Izara Bill has yet to be passed and Until passed, the tenauts 
in Izara villages generally must be discontented. Begar and Riasad haw ct#* 
tinued to forte principle themes for those who seek to Cause discontent^ itt the 
countryside. Begar in Berar, I may mention, means Goverateent mt- 
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unpaid ^i\ork. ^ Evcy effort is made to stop abuses and to enqu’re into 
complain's which innre of len than not turn out to be false Those who are 
open to reason are illogical in that they admit the necessity ot some touring but 
have no suggestion to offer to allo^^ of it the School Boy League of Honour 
and the Spoits and Athletic Assrcia'ion in Yeotmal district continue to do 
good wo-k Othe’- De'iuty Crmm'ssioners mJ e no mention cf this organiration 
in their reports But sn>' e v.gDur is begi n ng to be shown in Akola.

_ advanced during the vear under report. this amornt 

was a ineie fractio 1 of the amount (Rs t 98,000) available for d'stribution and 
very much Lss thai thit di 3 tribu''e I in the last venr (Rs. 2,4:1.626} This was, 
of course, due to the good ou'-turn of crop Ordinarily the division requires very 
little taccavi and I find Revenue Office s m ich less acquainted with the expedi- 
tious disposal of applications owdng to the coinparatively little clematid in ordinary 
years Rs. 2,52,037 were lecovered, leaving a ba’ance of Rs. i 76,15.1. But of 
the amount recovccd no less than ks 30,431 were advance collections. 
The total demand due on account of principal was Rs 249,158/ of which 
Rs. 2,21,606 were reco\ercd, leaving a balance of Rs 27,434, excluding suspen- 
sions of the balance, tvhamgaon taluq is respon^ib’e for Rs. 13,4571 and Darwha 
for Rs. 7,420. The amounts are large, and there is no reason why they should 
not have been recovered when K-abjedars were in a position to pay. The 
Tahsildars concerned are being dealt with. Outstandings on account of Land 
Improvement Loans Act at the commencement of the year, were Rs. 3,87,171. 

Rs 54,4^5 advanced, and Rs 1,34,456 were recover d, lei mg a balance 
ot Rs 3,07,120. The total demand on account of principal during the year was 
Rs. 1,27/855, of which Rs. 1,19,286 were recovered. Under this Act also, 
Khanigaon and Darwha taluqs were responsible for large balances. A.d\ance 
collections amounted to Rs. 15,170. 

PART !L— Demand and Collection of Land Revenue. 

6 . The balance from the previous year including cesses was Rs. 12,00,000. 

The amount of Rs. 1,561 showm as remitted last 5- ear 
A^endix'^v Collection, voluntarily paid before sanction for its remission was 

’ received. Of the Rs. 12,00,000, Rs. 11,97,208 were 

recovered, and Rs. 35 were remitted, leaving a balance of Rs. 3 , 757 - A major 
portion of this, vi$., Rs. 2,191 w'as in Buldana district. The demand for the year 
under report, including cesses, was Rs. 95,71,805, showing an increase of 
Rs. 1,04,117. The increase was due to the revised assessments in 356 villages 
in the Chandur taluq of the Amraoti district, and 61 villages in the Mehkar 
taluq of the Buldana district. Of this sum Rs. 95,63,301 were recovered, 
leaving a balance of only Rs. 8,504, and most of this was recovered shortly after 
the close of the year. All districts were responsible for the arrears. The 
results show a very considerable improvement over collections of the previous 
year, in spite of the larger amount to be col’ected. The Deputy Commissioner, 
Amraoti, is not satisfied yet and doubtless, but for lapses of a few Tahsildars, 
results would have been still better. The chief defect in Tahsildars’ procedure 
is that they do not begin early enough to look after collection from non-resident 
ryots who comprise the larger portion of the defaulters. It has to be remembered 
that the revenue year in Berar ending on 31st July, only allows 2^ months for 
collection of the 2nd kist ; but this makes early action all the more necessary. 
There is an increase of R s. 15,506 in fluctuating collections over last y&aris 
figures. The increase was chiefly due to recovery of pretajup and penalties in 
Nazul, and encroachment cases in Amraoti and Buldana districts, sale of 
Nazul plots on the Morsi rpad at Amraoti, and ^le of melon beds in BhldSna, 
district. In the previous year these melon bed? f>ot to aucflo^itmdjaiaj ,

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Increase of Rs. 9,375 chiefly due to increase in the record room receipts in Amraotr 
and Yeotmal, and fines inflicted on village officers in the Buldana district. 1 am 
not gratified at this last reason for increase, more especially as it is a repetition 
of the reason given last vear, and is contrary to my repeated orders for the 
proper treatment of \illige officers. But the district officials are, I hope, 
now convinced that it is improper to fine village officers for trivial offences. 
The increase under this head in the Akola dis*rict is Rs. 2,502, but no reason 
is g ven ior the increase. 

7. The 3rear was a prosperous one and the land revenue nas paid promptly 

Coercive pi ace^ses. and Willingly. But the reduct'on in number of processes 

Apoendiv VI. jg mostly" due to the very large reduction in Akola 

district. The Deputy Commissioner makes no comment on this, though it was 
sarely a remarkable result, considering that he had the smallest balance left un- 
collected, and as much to collect as other disti lets, except Amraoti In Akola the 
number of notices of demand decreased from 1,791 to 372 and the number of 
attachment orders from 716 to 214 In Amraoti and Buldana districts more notices 
of demand and atta.chment orders wer-* issued than in the previous year. In 
Yeotmal district there were considerably fetver notices of demand issued, and a 
larger number of attachment orders. In Amraoti district a'one, both last year 
and this year, the number of attachment orders exceeded th“ number of notices of 
demand, which would seem to show that attachment orders are issued in that 
dis'nct without previous notice ofdemtnd The point is not without importance, 
as I find a curious feature of Berar Revenue Lawr is that a fee is prescribed for 
service of all forms of processes, except for an order of attachment. As usual it 
was generally only necessary to issue the attachment 01 der to ensure prompt 
payment, as in only 42 cases out of 1,526 was movable property actually attached. 
Movable property was sold in onlv two cases, and in no case was immovable 
property sold, thougn there were 13 attachments Eight fields, ms., thrte in Akola 
and five in Yeotmal, were forfeited The Kabjedar of three fields in Akola 
district was reported to have absconded. The fields are not yet sold In Yeotmal 
all the fields w ere sold as the Kabiedar of one field was dead, and those of other 
fields lived outside the district, and did not trouble about the land revenue The 
price fttched by these five fields in auction seems very inadequate at first sight — 
less thin Rs. 6 per acre and less than eight times the assessment. Such fields are 
sold with a clear title, and the Deputy Commissioner’s attention will be drawn to 
the matter. Penalty recovered under Section iiyof the Berar Land Revenue 
Code was Rs 402-15-5. Of this Rs. 239 were recovered in Amraoti, and 
163 were recovered in Akola and Yeoimdl. 

8. The emoluments due to patels w'ere Rs 4,26,618, and to patwaris 

„ , , , , , , , Rs 478,211. Of these sums only Rs 850 remained to 

revenue and the working of ne paid at the cbse o? the year The greater part or 
the vii'a|e -igeoo/ these arrears is from the Bu’dana district and the 

uepiity Commissioner reports that the amount was not 
paid ow'ing to the inadequate supervision of the Tahsildar, Khamgaon, and owing 
to certain mistakes in calculation by the Tahsildar, Malkapiir. 

No patel or patwari was dismissed with forfeiture of ivatan Seventeen patels 
and nityter-n pat vans were dismisse i without forf-iture of watin. The Deputy 
Commissioner, Amraoti gives no reasons for the dismissal of thr-e patels and 
three patwaris In Ako’a, of the eight patels dismissed two were mahks and of the 
four patwaris oie was malik. One patel w.as dismissed for dishonesty and 
inenmpetenev and the otner on a conviction under Section 454, Indian Penal Cede, 
f ha malik patwari was dismissed for dishonesty and incompetency. Of the patels 
and patwaris disitrssed, in Buldana district only one malik patel was dismissed, 
his dismissal being due to his having been bound over under Section 107, 
Ciiminal Procedure Code._ No malik patel or patwari was dismissed in the Yeotmal 
district Thirty six substitute patels and patwaris were dismissed for various 
reasons The number of patels and patwaris that were suspended and fined was 
178 and 259 respectively. Yeotmal and Buldana were responsible for the 
increase of minor punishments of village officials Buldana district shows 
a large Incri-ase for the second year jn succession. I have constantly at my 
inspections lai 4 iemphas,is on a more considerate treatment of village officers, and 
I tnist that the speciflo Orders issued in Buldana m April, last will show efect ii* 
toe eosu|p^|,year’? report, ' ‘ *

Bcldana for the second year in succession shows an increase in number of cases 
disposed of In Akola. BuHana and Yeotmal, there is an enormous increase in 
cases under the Income-tax Act, and this was due to the improved procedure of 
assessment introduced under the new Income-tax Act. and also a considerable 
number of cases were brought to light by the special staff employed on this work. 
Under classes XI, XIII and XXI there is a decrease of 399, 532 and 438 cases 
respectively. This was due to the large number of cases filed in the previous 
year owing to the prevalence of influenza The decrease in cases under 
class XIII was partly due to the Jaglias’ posts having been kept vacant pendin.5 
ordeis on the report of the Maharki Committee The decrease under class XIV 
was due to the fact that cu’tivators, having obtained an excellent ha’^vest, made 
no difficulty in paying Mahars’ huqs. The decrease in class XVII was due to 
getting repairs of boundary marks done by executive action. There is a large 
decrease of 3,657 cases under other classes, clue to the smaller number of 
applications for taccavi, and the recovery of Bazar dues, measurement and 
parcha fees by executive action There is a decrease of 1,761 cases under 
class C-I, and this was due to the punctual uaymenr of monthly instalments 
by excise contractors, who were able to make good profits owing to the 
good crops last year. 

The pending file shows some improvement, except In Yeotmal, where it has 
further deteriorated. The stress of work in recent years hardly allows of a fair 
comparison with statistics of 5 or 6 years ago. The past year laii addliiona! 
work on executive officers in the shape of preliminary census and electoral work, 
and exceptionally heavy revenue collections. Moreover, ordinary work becomes 
not less difficult ovving to the ever increasing criticism of Government. It will, 
too, be seen that nearly half the oencing cases were income-tax cases, with 
which the ordinary staff were flooded ow ing to the new Act and procedure Income- 
tax cases more than account for the total Increase of pending cases in the 
Yeotmal district .At the same time I di not wish to minimise the fact that 
duration of cases has increased in every district, and that despaich in ‘Yeotmal 
has been less prompt than in the other three districts There is want of method 
in disposal of cases which is invariably pointed out at inspections of offices, and 
now that formal distribution of work has been prescribed at tahslls under the 
revised circular with enlarged powers of Naib-Tahsildars, I trust that there 
will be continuous improvemept. .

as thev had befoie. The new procedure of the Income-tax must continue to 
increase the work of the Deputy Commissioners under this head I would draw 
attention to the increase from toi to 213 of Income-tax appeals in the court 
of 'he Deputy Commissioner, Amraoti. The pending file of appeals in 
Deputy Comrnissioners' courts generally has ^improved - thanks to speedy 
disposal in Amraoti, but duration has lengthened in all districts except^ Buldara. 
The mistake of 1918-iy in registration of Income-tax appeals as Revision cases 
in Deputy Commissioners’ courts of Buldanaand Akola has now been set right. 

There has been a decrease in the number of appeals disposed of by Sub- 
Divisional Officers except in the Yeotmal district where the_ number increased 
from 6 to 2a The reason siven by the Deputy Commissioner is that up to 
last }ear objections under the Sanitation Paiichayat Act were treated as 
Khirewari cases. Elsewhere the decrease was due to abolition of Sub-Divisional 
Officer’s appellate powers in Income-tax cases. The durations rose in all 
districts. 

There were 173 appeals and applications for revision in my court, as against 
158 in the year pievious. Of these 153 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 
20 only The average duration rose from 40’6 to 53 3. The increase from 

1 to 28^ in Income-tax appeals is noteworthy, an increase which I fear will 
continue. Most of th^ appeals under Income-tax were from Akola and Buldana 
districts,

I have the honour to submit the following report on the working of the Land 
Records Department in Berar during the year ending July 31st, 19:0. 

2. Mr Hemingwav held charge of the Department up to the 13th Febru- 
ary 1920, when I succeeded him. The post of Assistant Settlement Commis- 
sionor was held by Mr Chhote Lai Verma until December 4th, 1919, since when 
it has remained vacant 

I — Land Records Establishments. 

3. The only change in establishment was the addition of a permanent 

„ X measurer to the Buldana district, but, as observed by 

the Commissioner in his letter forwarding the district 
reports, the leave reserve of 2 Revenue Inspectors for each district, which was 
introduced in the year 1918, is inadequate and has resulted in numerous requests 
for sanction to recruit outsiders, and also in the combining of circles I have 
recommended the abolition of the reserve, and orders on the point are awaited. 

4. From December ist, 1919, the pay of Assistant Superintendents of Land 

Records and Revenue Inspectors has been improved by 
Measures taken to improve placing the former 00 a time-Scale of Rs. 8o — K — 120 

and the latter on a time-scale of Rs. 40 — i — do. A Reve- 
nue Inspector of 20 years’ good service can now draw Rs. 60 pay, plus Rs. 20 
horse allowance, Rs. 10 good conduct allowance, Rs 5 special allowance and Rs 5 
dear district allowance, or, in all Rs. 100, as compared with a possible maximum 
of Rs. 81 under the old scheme. The new scale has been badly received by 
Revenue Inspectors w'ho have formed an association and submitted protests. 
These men appear to claim an incresae in pay proportionate to the rise in the 
cost of living. They forget that no class of Government servants can expect 
immunity from the hardships of the times and that Revenue Inspectors must 
tighten thekjielts like other Government servants. Recruitment, the ultimate ^ 
test, will probably demonstrate the adequacy of the revised scheme, but I note 
thiit in Akola 3 Revenue Inspectors educationally qualiBed resigned shortly 
after their enlistment. 

A Committee with Mr. A. C. McDonald, LC S , as President has enquffftd 
into the pay and efBciency of patwaris, and its report is under eonsideratioh. 
This Was referred to in paragraph 6 of last year’s report.

It has been repeatedly urged that until failure to maintain these marks is 
made punishable under the Land Revenue Code, the deterioration will continue. 

1 have been ordered to report on the matter, and intend to investigate it on 
a visit to Berar this open season. The Commissioner has directed 

all Deputy Commissioners to do their best by vigorous executive action. 

Tahsildars have already the power of collecting, in advance, the cost of repaifs, 
but apparently very seldom exercise it. The Deputy Commissioner, Yeotmal, 
writes that if this action were taken in 100 cases in each taluq immediately 
on receipt of the reports from patwaris, which are due in tahsils on the 15th 
of February, the condition of marks wmuld improve without levy of penalty, 
A direct order enforcing this suggestion would be an experiment well worth 

trying I may observe, however, that affairs are not quite as bad as the 

statistics indicate, for, first, the slightest deviation from the standard, e.g., ia 
height, is reckoned an omission to repair and, secondly, there are so mafiy 
marks that a missing one can easily be replaced by survey from those surround- 
ing it. As remarked by the Commissioner, the repair of marks would provide 
a useful amount of employment in the current year of scarcity.

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Buldana shows much improvement in crop inspection on last year’s figure, 
Yeotmal none, and Akola and A.mraoti have retrograded. Rain in October, 
November and January, and electoral and Census work, interfered with the 
normal Land Record check and in Amraoti and Akola Superintendents of Land 
Records and their Assistants had a certain amount of extra work to do in con- 
nection with the co'Iection of information for the Mr. McDonald’s Committee. 
On the whole, the check was fairly adequate. But the same cannot be said for 
the supervision by Tahsildars and Naib-Tabsildars. The Morsi, Daryapur, 
Etlichpur, Khara^aon, Jalgaon and Darwha taluqs are unfavourably mentioned 
in this respect, in the district reports Crop prospects are so poor this vear 
that, unfortunately, little immediate improvement can be hoped for, but Deputy 
Commissioners are ali\e io the shortcoming. As for Sub- Divisional Officers, 
three did no inspection whatever and only two, Mr. }airatnam, Assistant Commis- 
sioner (Morsi), and Mr. Sinha, Sub-Divisional Officer, Buldana (the latter 
for the second time), are singled out as worthy of praise for their inspections. A 
little check was also done by the Deputy Commissioners of Buldana and 
Yeotmal, but the former lost his record of inspection, it occurs to me that 
Berar needs a Deputy* Director of Land Records as much as any Division in the 
Central Provinces. The check by Deputy Commissioners on the current Land 
Record work is invariably and perhaps necessarily very slight and recent 
happenings induce me to suspect that the local supervision over Superintendents
